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REMARKS 
INTRODUCTION 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 1 , 4, 1 1 and 14 have been amended. Claims 3 
and 13 have been cancelled. Claims 1,4-6, 8, 11, 14-16 and 20 are pending and under 
consideration. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

Claims 1, 8, 11, 20, 21 and 23 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Moon (US 6,275,376) (hereinafter "Moon") in view of Kamikakai et al. (US 
6,154,359) (hereinafter "Kamikakai"). 

Claims 3, 4, 1 3, 1 4, 24 and 26 were rejected under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Moon in view of Kamikakai and further in view of Kim (US 6,105,143) 
(hereinafter "Kim"). 

Claims 5, 6, 15 and 16 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Moon in view of Kamikakai and further in view of Jeong (US 5,621 ,437) (hereinafter "Jeong"). 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 8 

Amended claim 1 recites: "...a Universal Serial Bus (USB) interface interconnecting the 
screen input part and the main body... the controller controls the USB interface to operate in an 
operation mode if the position sensor detects that the display part is converting-rotated into the 
converting rotation zone." Support for this amendment may be found in at least original claim 3. 

The Office Action relies on Kim to show this technical feature of claim 1 . However, in 
contrast to claim 1 , Kim only discusses a power control device of a computer system using a 
universal serial bus (USB) hub for power control of a display monitor. As noted in the Office 
Action, Kim discusses the use of a USB hub for interfacing the main body and peripheral 
devices. Claim 1 recites a USB interface interconnecting the screen input part and the main 
body and also recites (in the preamble) that the portable computer has a main body and a 
display part. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that screen input part of claim 1 is not a 
peripheral device or monitor as discussed in Kim but rather an integral part of the portable 
computer. 
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This technical feature of claim 1 where the screen input part of the display part and the 
main body are connected to each other by a USB interface allows for providing a data 
communication interface as well as controlling power supply to the screen input part. 

Claim 3 has been cancelled. Claims 4-6 and 8 depend on claim 1 and are therefore 
believed to be allowable for at least the foregoing reasons. 

Withdrawal of the foregoing rejection is requested. 

Claims 11, 13-16 and 20 

Amended claim 1 1 recites: "...wherein the main body and the screen input part are 
connected to each other by a Universal Serial Bus (USB) interface, and the controlling of the 
operation of the screen input part comprises controlling the USB interface to operate in an 
operation mode if the display part is detected to be converting-rotated into the converting 
rotation zone." Support for this amendment may be found in at least original claim 3. 

The Office Action relies on Kim to show this technical feature of claim 1 1 . However, in 
contrast to claim 1 1 , Kim only discusses a power control device of a computer system using a 
universal serial bus (USB) hub for power control of a display monitor. As noted in the Office 
Action, Kim discusses the use of a USB hub for interfacing the main body and peripheral 
devices. Claim 1 1 recites a USB interface interconnecting the screen input part and the main 
body. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the screen input part of claim 1 1 is not a 
peripheral device or monitor as discussed in Kim. 

Claim 13 has been cancelled. Claims 14-16 and 20 depend on claim 11 and are 
therefore believed to be allowable for at least the foregoing reasons. 

Withdrawal of the foregoing rejection is requested. 
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CONCLUSION 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously solicited.
